He was a large, portly man, of fina appearance, ani courteous to all.

Mr. Sears served in the militia at Yarnouth, during the war of 1812, 
acting as drill-master, and on the alarm at Darnstable, Oct 2, 1814, 
served 2 days. 

At the close of the war, ho removed to Boston, and learned the trade of 
carpenter under an Englishman named Will, vorking for him three years upor 
the elegant mansion corner of Somerset and Beacon streets, built by David 
Hinckley, afterwards occupied by the Somerset Club, and later by the Congre- 
gational House, and became an unusually careful and thorough workman. 

He afterward worked at orgen building, and assisted in putting in the 
organs in the Old South Church, Boston, and Trinity Church, New York.

Willard Sears received an ordinary District school education in his native 
town of Brewster, and grey up protty mish like other Cape Cod boys, working 
on the farm, helping at the salt-works, and at his father's trade of carpenter, 
early learning the lesson of self reliance. 

At the age of 9 years, wishing to visit his brother Eben, who was learning 
a trade in Boston, he embarked on tho packet, and worked his way to Boston, 
by cooking for the crew, viz: captain and mate. 

Mar. 26, 182% he left the old homestead, and became an apprentice with 
Mr. William Goodrich, an organ builder on Harlem place, Roston, next the
